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CHESHIRE COUNTY DELEGATION 


March 6, 1971 


The annual meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 
was held on Saturday, March 6, 1971 at the county facility in 
Westmoreland. 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 a.m. by Repre- 
sentative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., the chairman of the Conven- 
tion. 


The clerk called the roll, and it was determined that a 
quorum was present. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, duly 
seconded, voted to go into executive session later on in the day’s 
proceedings, should the nature of the matters under discussion 
require it, by a vote of the convention. 


The chair announced the appointment of the following 
committees : 


Court House (Building, Space, Needs, Location, ete.) To 
consist of the members of the Executive Committee of the 
County Convention — Baker, Mallat, Saunders, Trowbridge, 
Dunham, Allen, Elmer Johnson, Forcier, Raymond and Heald. 


Sheriff’s Dept. (To explore the possibility of expansion, co- 
operation with the Towns, ete.) — Drew, Cummings, Edward 
Johnson, McGinness, Coughlin, and Halvorson. 


County Home — Ames, Cournoyer, Streeter, Moran, Ben- 
nett, and Forbes. 


Highways — O’Neil, Trowbridge, Hackler, Shortlidge, and 
Vogel. 


Farm — Churchill, Yardley, and Elmer Johnson. 
New Hope Center — Vogel, Forbes, and Bennett. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Heald, duly 
seconded, voted to set up a resolutions committee for the pur- 
pose of drawing up an appropriate resolution concerning the 
death of Frank W. Walker, former Sheriff of Cheshire County, 
and a member of last year’s County Delegation. 


The chair appointed as members of that committee Mrs. 
Jennie B. Bennett (chairman), Mr. Cleon E. Heald, and Mr. 
H. Robie Ames. 
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The clerk then read a report dated March 6, 1971 on the 
activities of the New Hope Center as submitted by Representa- 
tive Cleon E. Heald, who had been the County Delegation’s 
representative on the board of directors of the New Hope Cen- 
ter for the past year. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative O’Neil, 
duly seconded, voted to accept the report with thanks to Rep- 
resentative Heald for his service on the board, and to place a 
copy of the report on file with the convention clerk. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to instruct the clerk to send “get well” cards to 
Mr. Roy Forbes, Husband of delegation member Mrs. Roxie 
Forbes, and to Representative Alf Halvorson, delegation mem- 
ber from Hinsdale. Both these gentlemen are reportedly ill at 
the present time. 


The convention then proceeded to review and approve the 
1971 budget, section by section. . 


Representative Cournoyer spoke against the $15,000 re- 
quest for the New Hope Center, and wished to be recorded as 
opposing it. He said that he has no quarrel with the job that 
the Center is performing, but thinks that it is the obligation of 
the various Town and City school districts to fund it. 


Representative Trowbridge spoke in favor of the request. 
Representative Forcier spoke in favor of the request. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Dunham, 
duly seconded, voted to approve the request of $15,000 for the 
New Hope Center. 


A brief executive session was held, and the convention, on 
a motion by Representative Trowbridge, duly seconded, voted 
that it was the sense of the delegation that the Commissioners’ 
proposed salary increases for the Superintendent of the county 
farm, the Matron at the county farm, and the Director of 
Nurses at Maplewood Hospital be considered entirely “merit” 
increases, and not part merit— part cost of living increases 
like the others. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to approve an expenditure not to exceed 
$10,000 from the capital reserve fund for the purpose of con- 
structing an automatic fire warning device at Maplewood. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Trow- 
bridge, duly seconded, voted to make a contribution in 1971 of 
$5,000 into the capital reserve fund. 
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The convention, on a motion by Representative Ballam, 
duly seconded, voted to appropriate $1,500 to the Cheshire 
County Conservation District to be used for the purpose of 
employing part-time secretarial personnel. Said amount was 
requested and the reasons for the request were explained in 
full at the public hearing on the County budget held February 


20, 1971. 


The convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to approve a County budget for 1971 totaling 
$1,023,817, broken down in the following expenditure cate-

June 17, 1971 


There was a meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Cheshire County Convention on June 17, 1971 in Room 108 of 
the State House in Concord. 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 a.m. by Ragu 
tative C. Robertson Trowbridge, chairman of the Executive 
Committee. 


A quorum was present. 


The committee, on a motion. by Representative Allen, sec- 
onded by Representative Raymond, voted to approve the order 
of the commissioners to borrow an amount not to exceed 
$400,000 as provided by RSA 29:8 (supp). 


Said approval is a revision of the prior short term borrow- 
ing authorization of $250,000, and shall not be construed as be- 
ing an additional approval. 


Total short term borrowing by the Ronn inatoeae as pro- 
vided by RSA 29:8 (supp), shall not exceed $400,000 at any 
one point in time during the calendar year 1971, unless further 
approval is granted by the Executive Committee or the county 
convention. 


The committee then adjourned.

The Executive Committee of the Cheshire County Con- 
vention held a meeting on July 19, 1971 at the court house in 
Keene for the purpose of reviewing the County financial state- 
ment and cost report for the first quarter of the current. year. 


Representative C. R. Trowbridge, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, called the meeting to order at 10:00 a.m. There was a 
quorum present. 
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- Representative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the 
County Convention announced that there would be a meeting 
of the full delegation on August 23, 1971 in the Superior Court 
room at 10:00 a.m. for the purpose of receiving reports from the 
various convention subcommittees which were appointed at the 
annual meeting in March. 


A brief discussion between the Commissioners and the 
Committee took place as to the need for and cost of roof re- 
pairs and flashing replacement at Maplewood. The Matter was 
referred back to the Commissioners for further review and ad- 
ditional bids. 


Representative Allen reported to the Committee that the 
new Granite State Alarm System, the money for which was 
recently approved by the full delegation, had been installed at 
Maplewood, and was currently in operation. 


There followed a discussion on the possible use of a closed 
circuit TV system for the jail and house of correction. The 
Committee, on a motion by Representative Allen, seconded by 
Representative Heald, voted to lay the matter on the table. 


The Committee then briefly reviewed the cost report and 

financial statement for the County for the first quarter of the 
current year, and on a motion by Representative Barker, sec- 
onded by Representative Mallat, voted to accept the reports 
as-printed. 


The Committee then went into executive session for a dis- 
cussion of the possible locations for the proposed new Cheshire 
County Court House facility. 


After. much discussion, the Committee, on a straw poll, 
voted seven to three in favor of the Washington Street site 
currently owned by the County as opposed to a location some- 
where in the downtown area. 


The Committee adjourned at 12:00 noon.

August 23, 1971 


The Fourth meeting of the Cheshire County Convention 
was held on August 23, 1971 at the court house in Keene for the 
purpose of receiving reports from the various Convention sub- 
committees which had been appointed at the annual meeting 
in March, 
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The meeting was called to order by Representative Sheldon 
L. Barker, Sr., Chairman of the County Convention, at 10:00 
a.m. There was a quorum present. 


Commissioners Savage, Ballam, and Barrett were present. 


Representative Sumner W. Raymond reported on the prog- 
ress he had made with the City of Keene relative to redrawing 
the ward lines in the City. A plan that is mutually acceptable 
is expected to be ready for the September 22 special meeting 
of the general court. 


Representative Streeter, of the County Home subcommit- 
tee, introduced Representative Bennett who reported on that 
subcommittee’s recommendations for a new dining area and day 
room for the home. Also recommended was a new jail and new 
quarters for the superintendent somewhere away sre the 
institution. 


Representative Streeter then called on members of the 
subcommittee who wished to comment on the recommendations. 


Representative Allen reported for his three-man subcom- 
mittee on safety at Maplewood that considering the old build- 
ings there, safety precautions were extremely important. 


Representative Drew, reporting for his subcommittee on 
the Sheriff’s Department, said that an excellent job was being 
done by that department at the present time. He recommended 
that additional space be provided in the future, and perhaps 
more personnel. 


Representative Vogel, reporting for his subcommittee on 
the New Hope Center, said that the school was closed for the 
summer. Also that a workshop had been located at Keene State 
College, but that the Center needed a permanent home due to 
the uncertainty surrounding Keene’s use of the Cleveland 
School. An increased enrollment is expected at the Center 
this coming year. 


Representative Churchill, reporting for his subcommittee 
on the farm, said that it is being painted presently, and in spite 
of the dry weather, is doing very well. 


Representative Trowbridge, for the Executive Committee, 
reported on the Executive Committee meeting of July 19, 1971, 
and the discussion that was held on the court house problem. 


Commissioner Savage read a letter from Cheshire County 
Probate Judge Harry C. Lichman relative to the court house 
situation. He also reported that the Commissioners were unani- 
mous on the need for additional space for the present court 
house activities. 
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Mrs. Phyllis Parker, Cheshire County Register of Probate 
extended an invitation to anyone who wished to visit the Pro- 
bate Register’s office and examine the space allocation there. 


There followed a general discussion of the court house 
problem with many members of the delegation, the Commis- 
sioners, City of Keene Officials, and representatives of the 
Greater Keene Chamber of Commerce and the Keene Regional 
Industrial Foundation taking part and offering their opinions 
and suggestions. 


The Convention then went into executive session, and on 
a motion by Representative Streeter, seconded by Representa- 
tive Elmer Johnson, voted to have the chair appoint two sub- 
committees. One would be charged with investigating the pos- 
sibilities of building a new court house facility at the Washing- 
ton Street site and estimating the cost of same. Also to investi- 
gate the possibility of moving the superior court plus the 
Sheriff’s Department to the Washington Street site, and reno- 
vating the current building to make additional space available 
for the remaining County functions and to estimate the cost 
of same. 


The other would be charged with continuing the investiga- 
tion of possible downtown locations for expanded County fa- 
cilities, including the Masonic Hall which might soon be for 
sale, and estimating the cost of those. 


The Chair appointed Representatives Streeter (Chmn.), 
Cournoyer, and Edward Johnson to the “Washington Street”’ 
subcommittee, and Representatives Raymond (Chmn.), Ames, 
and Moran to the “Downtown” subcommittee. 


These subcommittees are to report back to the next meet- 
ing of the Convention which is to be held on October 4, 1971 
at 10:00 a.m. at the court house. 


The Chair announced that there would be a dinner for the 
delegation and their guests at Hinsdale Raceway on Thursday, 
September 16 with dinner being served at 6:30 p.m. 


The Convention voted to send a plant to Representative 
Charles L. McGinness who is hospitalized with a broken back 
at the present time. 


The Convention adjourned at 11:55 a.m.

The Committee, on a motion by Representative Raymond, 
duly seconded, voted to transfer from the watchman’s payroll 
account at the farm to the appropriate account an amount not 
to exceed $1,421 for service of the Granite State Alarm System 
at Maplewood. 


The Committee, on a motion by Representative Poreied, 
duly seconded, voted to transfer from unappropriated surplus 
to the appropriate account an amount not to exceed $400 to 
cover the increase in the salary of the County auditors which is 
established by the Superior Court. 


The Committee, on a motion by Representative Saunders, 
duly seconded, voted to accept as printed the cost report and 
the financial statement for the County for the first half of the 
current year. 


The Committee adjourned at 12:35 p.m. -

The Fifth Meeting of the 1971-72 Cheshire County Conven- 
tion was held on October 4, 1971 at the court house in Keene 
for the purpose of receiving reports from the court house con- 
struction subcommittees, and for taking action on matters 
properly brought before the Convention. 


The Meeting was called to order in the Probate Court room 
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at 10:00 a.m. by Representative Sheldon L. Barker, Sr., Chair- 
man of the County Convention. There was a quorum present. 


The chair recognized Representative Raymond who pre- 
sented a preliminary report of his subcommittee, and requested 
an additional three months to complete any final report or 
recommendation, 


The Convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, voted to accept the preliminary report, place it 
on file, and include it in the minutes of the meeting. 


The Convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, voted to grant a three to six month extension to 
Representative Raymond’s subcommittee to complete their final 
report. Said subcommittee currently consists of Representatives 
Raymond (Chmn.), Moran, and Ames. 


The Chair then recognized Representative Streeter who 
submitted a report from his court house subcommittee. 


Because of some confusion relating to the responsibilities 
eharged to each of the court house subcommittees, the clerk 
read the pertinent sections of the minutes of the August 23, 
_ 1971 meeting of the Convention for clarification. 


_. The Convention, on a motion by Representative Mallat, 
duly seconded, voted to grant a three to six month extension 
to Representative Streeter’s subcommittee to complete their 
final report. Said subcommittee currently consists of Repre- 
sentatives Streeter (Chmn.), Forcier (who replaced Cournoyer), 
and Edward A. Johnson. 


Representative Mallat then assumed the chair, and a gen- 
eral discussion period ensued concerning the court house, the 
jail, and related topics, with many Representatives and the 
Commissioners taking part. 


The Convention, on a motion by Representative Shortlidge, 
duly seconded, adopted an amended motion stating that “full 
consideration” be given to the physical needs of the County 
Home and Jail in addition to the court house. The amendment, 
offered by Representative Drew, substituted the words “full 
consideration” for the words “top priority” which were con- 
tained in the original Shortlidge motion. 


The Convention, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted unanimously to thank the two court house sub- 
committees for the work they have done thus far. 


The Convention, on a 10-6 vote, voted down a motion by 
Representative Drew, duly seconded, that would have autho- 
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rized the Commissioners to transfer surplus money from other 
budgeted accounts to the delegation expense account to cover 
the expenses incurred by the court house subcommittees in the 
course of their deliberations. 


The Chair recognized Representative Churchill from West- 
moreland who told the Convention that the town of Westmore- 
land was definitely opposed to the County building a new jail 
there. 


The Convention, on a motion by Representative Saunders, 
duly seconded, voted to authorize the county commissioners to 
spend up to $7,000 from unencumbered funds for engineering 
costs relative to the proposed sewerage treatment project to be 
undertaken at the county facility in Westmoreland. 


The Convention adjourned at 11:50 a.m.

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Commissioner Savage reported that the County currently 
Was running a surplus or unappropriated balance of approxi- 
mately $20,000, and that more demand for services from the 
register of Deeds Office had resulted in increased revenue there. 


The Chair led the Committee in a general discussion of the 
new ambulance law, and the possibility of the County providing 
that service in the future. 


The Committee, on a motion by Representative Heald, duly 
seconded, voted to express its appreciation through the Com- 
missioners to the Court House Custodian for the neat appear- 
ance of the Court House grounds. 


The Committee, on a motion by Representative Allen, duly 
seconded, voted to instruct the Chairman of the County Con- 
vention to contact the new ambulance service licensing board 
and find out who in Cheshire County has applied for a license, 
and what the status of future ambulance service for the County 
is at the present time.

The firm of Environmental Engineers, Inc. have completed 
the final design of a treatment plant at the institution in West- 
moreland. The-design has been approved by the State Water 
Pollution Commission. The County will advertise and seek bids 
for the installation of the plant early in 1972. 


Distribution of surplus foods under the able direction of 
Charles H. Miller increased substantionally during the year 
1971. There were 21,054 persons participating in the program 
during the year 1970 as compared to 30,257 in the year 1971. 


Cheshire County is one of the fastest growing counties in 
New Hampshire. The need to provide additional space for 
county departments, including both the Superior and Probate 
Courts, was recognized by the Delegation. Committees have 
been appointed to report recommendations to the full Delega- 
tion. With costs increasing each year, it is the hope of the dele- 
gation members and the Commissioners that the issue will be 
resolved early in 1972. 


It is the considered opinion of all county officials that any 
problem can be resolved by an unselfish effort of town, city and 
county working together in and for the interests of all people 
of Cheshire County. 


It is our thought to acknowledge the contribution of gifts 
and deeds by many groups and individuals for the happiness 
and comfort provided our senior citizens at Maplewood Home.

Delinquency early in 1970 placed a high priority on upgrading 
the State’s existing Police Radio Communications so as to en- 
hance? Mutual Cooperation pues ASSIS tanger Amnon gs: the" ‘State's 
many Police resources. 


Developing a. concept for meeting: ye Radio Conia 
tions needs of all Police agencies ‘in ‘the State was ‘supported by 
Federal Grants from the Law Enforcement Assistance Admin- 
istration (LEAA) to be funded over-a period of five years. The 
Plan was to develop a Statewide Law Enforcement Communica- 
tions System which would result in all agencies, State, County 
and Local, being able.to effectively communicate with | one an- 
other. An ability lacking at the present. ie? UE Go 
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Utilizing a four frequency, Simultaneous Monitoring 
Radio, Police in our County will have the ability to communi- 
eate with (1) State Police Headquarters in Concord, (2) Car 
to Car with any vehicle in the State when within range (less 
“Staté Police cruisers), (3) Establish a County Base to Car and 
Car to Car and (4) A local channel for the larger Police De- 
partments. The addition of Monitors for all cars in this year’s 
program will provide cross monitor communications between 
Local and State Police Cruisers. a 
_. The advantage to our County and Local Police over our 
present System would be (A) Communications with State Po- 
lice Headquarters, (B) Communications with Town cruisers in 
adjoining County Towns and Sheriffs (C) The new High Fre- 
quencies are not susceptible to the long range skip interference 
experienced by the present System. 


Federal Funds were received by the County in 1971 in the 
amount of $7,875.00 for the purchase and installation of a new 
Police Base Station compatible with the plan, a Remote Control 
unit at the Communications Center and Mobile units for the 
Sheriff’s Vehicles. 


Other Grants for Communications for purchase of the new 
. 4 frequency radio as follows: 

- Alstead $1,067, Chesterfield $2,448, Dublin $1,632, Fitz- 
william $1,632, Gilsum $816, Harrisville $1,632, Jaffrey $825, 
‘Marlborough $2,448, Nelson $1,632, Richmond $1,632, Rindge 
$3,264, Stoddard $1,659, Sullivan $816, Surry $816, Swanzey 
$5,712, Troy $3,264, Walpole $3,264, Westmoreland $816, Win- 
chester $3,264, and Keene $5,931. 


— It is anticipated that funding will be forthcoming this year 
(1972) for Hinsdale and Marlow, additional equipment for the 
County and Monitors for all towns. 


The addition of the new Police Base at the Communications 
Center plus. one at Keene Police has added the ability of Com- 
munications with Keene Police as well as Keene Cruisers. Also 
added to the Center was a Base Station on State Fish & Game 
Frequency to add Communications with the Fish & Game Cars 
operating in this county. 


The Fire Mutual Aid Repeater Station was moved from 
Pack Monadnock Mt. to the Crotched Mountain Hospital in 
Greenfield improving its ability and making it much more ac- 
cessible in the wintertime for maintenance, also reducing cost 
of. maintenance, power, rent and generators.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


As Superintendent-Administrator and Matron-Director of 
Nursing of Cheshire County Home & Maplewood Nursing 
Home, we herein submit our annual report for 1971. 


We are very pleased to report that this year the farm herd 
was top for butterfat and second in milk production for 
Cheshire County. Perey Hampton retired after five and a half 
years of employment as herdsman. The farm had the misfortune 
of having all tractors requiring some costly major repair, but 
were fortunate to off-set this by having the farm income up 
from previous years by the sale of more hay, beef, piglets, cord 
wood, etec., than anticipated. This being a dry year, the irriga- 
tion system had to be used for the first time in several years, 
but paid off with ample vegetables and fruits. 


The Jail and House of Correction census increased 39+ % 
over 1970, which also increased the problems of proper opera- 
tion of the nursing facility with its proximity. The Commis- 
sioners, Sheriff’s Dept. and County Attorney were very helpful 
in transferring the greatest problems to either Manchester or 
Concord. The addition of Woody Vachss as Probation Officer, 
through the “Safe Streets Act,” has helped tremendously with 
communications between the courts and the institution. This 
“outside factor” has also helped settling some of the incarcera- 
tors feeling of discontentment. 


The Nursing Home has added a Recreation Director under 
the Emergency Employment Act. This has greatly added to 
the well being of the patients to have various activities going 
on daily, instead of weekly. The former women’s House of 
Correction has been made into an activities room and a small 
room off the area is still being saved for women prisoners. This 
isn’t the ideal situation, but has worked fairly well, as we had 
just one female prisoner last year. 


An in-service training has been started this fall for fire 
training, as well as patient care training for aides. 


Our Chaplains are doing a marvelous job bringing regular 
ehurch services to the people here. Our attendance has in- 
ereased at all services and is really appreciated. Many people 
are continuing to volunteer various services, which is invaluable 
to all concerned.

Doctors O’Connor, Sanctuary and Tatem still labor dili- 
gently for the health of the institution. It is a pleasure to work 
with such a dedicated medical staff. 


The addition of extra protection by the new alarm and 
monitoring system has been well accepted and appreciated. We 
have been pleased that things went off so much more smoothly 
here with our installation than has been reported from other 
institutions, 


We wish to express our appreciation to all our Commis- 
sioners, fellow staff members, Sheriff’s Dept., County Attorney 
and all County Officers for their cooperation through the past 
year.

The cost per patient day is based on total patient days of 22,511. 
The average cost per patient day was $13.91 for the year 1971 as com- 
pared with $12.96 for 1970. The increase in cost is attributable to in- 
creased costs in nursing care.

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REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 


1971 


The year 1971 has been a very busy year, especially for the 
Office of the County Attorney. There were in excess of 100 
Felony Indictments presented to the Grand Jury at the Spring 
and Fall Terms of Court. In addition, there were in excess of 
120 Appeals from the District and Municipal Courts to the 
Superior Court on various criminal misdemeanors ranging all 
the way from Motor Vehicle Offenses to Assualt on the Person 
and Simple Larceny. All of these matters would either be tried 
before a Court or Jury and resolved. The number of non- 
criminal cases, such as proceedings for support under the Uni- 
form Reciprocal Non-support Statute has also increased and, 
these cases must also be resolved. Partly as a result of the in- 
crease in these matters, it has been necessary to extend the ses- 
sions of the Superior Court, both at the Fall Term and in the 
Spring Term. To expedite further processing on these cases | 
have requested another session of the Grand Jury at the close 
of the Spring Term. It is my hope that this will result in gen- 
erally speeding up the processing of pending criminal matters. 


We are entering a new era with respect to the operation 
of our correctional facilities and the hopeful rehabilitation of 
offenders. All our physical facilities in Cheshire County are 
woefully inadequate. However, there have been serious at- 
tempts to cope with the situation and there has been activity 
with Work-release Programs, individual counseling and guid- 
ance and supplementing educational deficiencies of those com- 
mitted to our House of Correction. I am hopeful that these 
recent correctional renovations will result dramatically in re- 
ducing the number of repeaters, especially those in their late 
teens and early 20’s. 


Lastly, I would like to express and extend, to those Law 
Enforcement Officers who have spent many hours attending 
seminars, special courses and training sessions in the field of 
criminal law and criminal investigation, my gratitude and con- 
tinued support. Their devotion to their chosen field or avoca- 
tion has truly benefited the citizens and the county.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners, Mem- 
bers of the County Delegation and Voters of Cheshire County: 


A total of 1,638 fire calls were received during 1971, an in- 
crease of 284 above the previous year. Although fortunately a 
large majority of the calls were quickly and efficiently handled 
by the local area departments, requests were received or assist- 
ance was dispatched under a pre-plan system for 330 of the 
calls. Over 1,000 units of fire apparatus were dispatched to as- 
sist and/or fill-in empty stations. 


Reports of auto accidents and requests for police assistance 
are ever on the increase as more and more of the public become 
aware of our service to the public. 312 auto mishaps involving 
personal injury requiring ambulance, police, and fire rescue 
people were received as well as many with no injuries involved. 


The number of subscribers to the Granite State Alarm 
System continues to increase and will be reflected in our 1972 
income to the County. The Maplewood Nursing Home and 
Cheshire County Home were equipped with automatic and 
manual fire alarm systems as well as sprinkler and boiler su- 
pervision. The Commissioners, members of the Delegation and 
Superintendent Waterman should be complimented for install- 
ing this fine protection for the inhabitants of our County Hos- 
pital and Home. 


I would like to personally thank the Commissioners and 
staff, our dispatchers, members of the Area Fire and Police 
Departments, the Sheriff and all others who contributed to the 
success of our operation in 1971.
